Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1961.  This  Report  is  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  population  continues  to  increase,  although  the  Birth  Rate 
is  low — 14.14  compared  with  17.4  for  the  country  as  a whole. 
The  Death  Rate  is  low — 10.39  compared  with  the  national  figure  of 
12.00.  There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  note,  and  the  mortality 
figures  follow  the  usual  pattern  as  discussed  in  earlier  reports. 

General  conditions  of  health  and  hygiene  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict are  of  a high  standard  and  continuously  improving.  The 
worst  of  the  housing  (slum  clearance)  problem  has  been  elimi- 
nated, though  constant  work  and  watchfulness  must  continue  in 
order  to  maintain  the  high  standard  now  attained. 

The  main  drainage  of  the  District  is  the  immediate  urgent 
necessity.  The  large  Elstead  scheme  has  been  completed,  the  Churt 
scheme  almost  finished  and  will  be  in  operation  during  1962.  Now 
attention  is  directed  to  other  parishes  where  the  urgency  has  rapidly 
increased,  mainly  through  new  building  development.  The  Alfold 
sewage  works  enlargement  and  extension,  and  completion  of  main 
drainage  plans,  is  the  most  urgent  necessity.  This  is  already  re- 
ceiving attention,  and  no  serious  difficulties  should  delay  it.  Duns- 
fold is  certainly  next  on  the  list  of  priorities,  and  a scheme  for  the 
village  must  be  prepared  as  soon  as  new  work  can  be  undertaken. 

The  Sewage  Works  at  Cranleigh  have  been  overloaded  for 
many  years  and  become  increasingly  so  as  new  building  has  in- 
creased the  load.  The  necessity  to  dispose  of  cesspool  contents 
into  the  sewage  disposal  system  has  added  to  the  difficulties. 
Various  expedients  have  been  tried,  but  complete  reconstruction  of 
the  Cranleigh  Works  is  now  becoming  urgently  necessary  and  can- 
not be  much  longer  delayed. 

Health  Education  is  a new  and  increasingly  important  develop- 
ment of  preventive  medicine  and  public  health.  In  1961  we  held 
our  first  major  Health  Exhibition,  utilising  a meeting  between 
Parish  Councils  and  the  Rural  District  Council.  In  a revised  form 
it  was  later  set  up  at  two  large  senior  schools  and  made  the  subject 
of  special  instructional  classes  for  the  pupils.  I had  intended  to 
build  this  into  a permanent  part  of  the  public  health  structure  with 
exhibition  material  and  equipment  available  wherever  required, 
with  appropriate  notes  and  teaching  material  round  which  specific 
instruction  could  be  given  especially  to  senior  children  on  hygiene, 
home  accidents  and  other  subjects  as  specially  appropriate  in  local

circumstances.  Immunisation  procedures,  food  hygiene  and  home 
accidents  have  been  the  principal  subjects  covered  so  far,  but  the 
scope  is  ever  widening. 

The  shortage  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  a serious  diffi- 
culty generally.  An  exchange  arrangement  for  training  has  been 
arrived  at  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Metropolitan 
Borough  of  Lambeth,  whereby  one  Student  Public  Health  Inspec- 
tor will  work  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  for  a period  of  three 
months  under  instruction,  in  order  that  his  experience  may  be 
widened  and  cover  all  fields  of  public  health  work.  Reciprocal 
facilities  will  be  accorded  by  Lambeth  when  occasion  arises.  This 
innovation  is  welcomed  as  a contribution  to  general  training  facili- 
ties. 

Turning  to  Infectious  Diseases,  the  whole  emphasis  moves 
more  and  more  from  bacterial  to  virus  diseases,  about  which  know- 
ledge is  increasingly  rapidly.  Modern  drugs  have  reduced  the 
mortality  and  morbidity  from  many  bacterial  diseases.  Pneumonia 
is  much  less  of  a fatal  disease  than  formerly;  Scarlet  Fever  is  rarely 
as  serious  as  even  20  years  ago,  although  haemolytic  streptococcal 
infections,  especially  of  nose  and  throat,  are  common  manifesta- 
tions of  the  same  organism.  The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  has  been 
reduced  dramatically  by  immunisation  until  now  it  is  of  rare  occur- 
rence. Still  a highly  dangerous  disease,  it  could  return  at  any 
time,  particularly  if  the  population  were  allowed  to  become  unpro- 
tected or  inadequately  protected,  as  has  been  evidenced  in  a few 
outbreaks  in  other  parts  of  the  country  in  recent  years.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  had  no  case  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District 
since  1948,  and  this  is  entirely  due  to  the  satisfactory  immunisation 
state. 

As  a result  of  our  immunisation  procedures  in  recent  years, 
vastly  fewer  Whooping  Cough  cases  have  been  notified  than  for- 
merly, though  in  no  way  can  it  be  considered  eliminated  yet. 
Most  infants  receive  anti-pertussis  treatment  at  the  same  time  as 
the  diphtheria  immunisation,  though  reinforcing  doses  after  the  age 
of  5 years  are  rarely  considered  necessary  for  whooping  cough. 
The  diphtheria/pertussis  immunisation  of  babies  is  now  usually 
accompanied  by  anti-tetanus  prophylactic  in  the  form  of  triple 
antigen. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  by  modem  drugs  has  com- 
pletely altered  the  aspects  of  this  disease,  and  the  mortality  rate 
has  been  vastly  reduced.  The  disease,  however,  retains  its  high 
infectivity,  and  intensive  search  for  early  cases  must  continue. 
The  Mass  Radiography  Service  has  been  of  the  greatest  help  in 
this  District,  and  I am  most  grateful  for  the  ever  ready  assistance 
always  given  on  request. 

Virus  Infections  still  defy  specific  treatment,  despite  constant 
research.  The  development  of  an  attenuated  live  vims  for  polio- 
myelitis (Salk  vaccine),  which  is  now  available,  and  the  Sabin 
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vaccine  given  orally,  may  well  be  the  beginning  of  greater  control 
of  virus  infections.  Whilst  it  is  not  possible  yet  to  cure  virus  in- 
fections, a very  great  and  ever-increasing  measure  of  control  by 
prevention  is  developing.  Vaccines  against  the  more  common 
strains  of  Influenza  virus  are  available  in  special  circumstances. 
The  Common  Cold  continues  as  the  most  prevalent  of  the  virus 
diseases,  but  research  and  experiment  over  recent  years  may  soon 
enable  some  protective  vaccine  to  be  prepared. 

Many  new  viruses  have  been  discovered  in  recent  years,  and 
have  been  met  with  in  our  epidemiological  work.  R.S.  and  ECHO 
(which  are  entero- viruses) , Adeno  virus  and  Coxsackie  virus  are 
among  those  increasingly  met  with  and  studied.  They  are  respon- 
sible for  many  diseases  of  puzzling  aetiology,  with  respiratory, 
digestive  and  nervous  systems  involved. 

German  Measles,  too,  is  in  general  a trivial  disease,  but  be- 
comes of  great  significance  during  the  first  trimester  of  pregnancy, 
since  its  occurrence  at  that  time  frequently  gives  rise  to  congenital 
malformations.  This  is  largely  preventable  by  gamma  globulin  in 
cases  considered  appropriate,  and  this  has  been  easily  available 
through  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  in  all  cases  for 
which  we  have  sought  such  help. 

The  virus  of  Infective  Hepatitis  has  been  responsible  for 
several  outbreaks  in  schools,  housing  estates  and  other  somewhat 
close  communities.  The  long  incubation  period  of  several  weeks 
makes  this  an  extremely  difficult  disease  to  trace  and  control. 

The  whole  pattern  of  control  of  infectious  diseases  has  altered 
radically  in  recent  years,  becoming  more  exacting  and  more  intri- 
cate. It  depends  more  and  more  on  the  closest  possible  col- 
laboration with  the  pathological  department  and  with  private 
doctors,  and  we  are  extremely  fortunate  in  this  part  of  Surrey  to 
have  bacteriological  and  virus  investigation  facilities  so  freely  ob- 
tainable and  literally  on  our  doorstep. 

This  is  the  last  Report  I shall  be  privileged  to  prepare,  and  it 
is  for  that  reason  I have  tried  to  show  some  of  the  changes  that 
are  taking  place  in  the  public  health  service.  I have  been  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  28  years,  and  take  with  me  pleasant  and 
happy  memories  of  my  years  of  service  to  the  Council.  To  all 
Councillors  and  members  of  the  staff  who  have  helped  so  much  to 
make  my  term  of  office  a pleasant  one  I express  my  very  sincere 
thanks.  In  particular  I express  gratitude  to  my  own  staff,  who 
have  always  given  me  the  most  loyal  and  wholehearted  service  and 
personal  help.

The  number  of  patients  developing  tuberculosis  continues  to 
diminish,  and  chest  hospitals  are  in  general  being  used  for  addi- 
tional purposes.  Tuberculosis  cases  have  much  shorter  hospital 
treatments,  so  there  is  a more  rapid  turnover.  Ways  of  using  the 
hospitals  to  the  best  advantage  are  always  under  consideration. 
In  October,  1961,  the  Godaiming  Group,  including  Milford  and 
King  George  V.  Chest  Hospitals,  were  amalgamated  with  the 
Guildford  Group  of  General  Hospitals  in  order  to  further  this 
development. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED,  AND  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT, 

1948,  SECTION  47. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  maintains  contact  with  all  aged  persons 
known  to  us  or  reported  from  time  to  time  as  likely  to  be  in  need 
of  help  of  any  kind.  Much  useful  work  is  accomplished.

MORTUARIES. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Hospital  Groups  for  use  of  the 
mortuaries  at  Milford  Chest  Hospital  and  Farnham  Hospital  con- 
tinue to  work  satisfactorily.  32  bodies  were  sent  to  Milford  and  2 
to  Farnham  during  1961. 

TILLINGBOURNE  VALLEY  MOBILE  PHYSIOTHERAPY 
SERVICE. 

This  most  valued  and  appreciated  mobile  physiotherapy  ser- 
vice continues  to  serve  the  Tillingbourne  Valley  area,  comprising, 
in  Hambledon  Rural  District,  the  parishes  of  Bramley,  Wonersh 
and  Shamley  Green,  Ewhurst  and  part  of  Cranleigh.  Despite  in- 
creasing costs  and  staffing  difficulties,  324  patients  have  been 
treated  during  1961,  1,532  treatments  being  given.  The  van 
covered  nearly  6,500  miles. 

Arthritis  and  rheumatic  disabilities  are  the  most  common  dis- 
orders treated,  but  its  greatest  value  is  probably  to  old  people.  To 
many  of  these  physiotherapy  is  not  available  unless  brought  to 
them  at  home,  yet  it  helps  to  keep  many  mobile  and  prevents  or 
delays  the  need  for  hospital  treatment.  Many  cases  are  referred 
by  hospitals  as  well  as  by  private  doctors.  No  grant  is  made  from 
any  official  source,  and  the  recovery  in  fees  is  only  some  £ 200  out 
of  the  total  cost  of  £1,300  for  the  year. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD.— SECTION  50,  NATIONAL  AS- 
SISTANCE ACT,  1948. 

Three  burials  were  arranged  under  this  section  during  1961. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

AGED  PERSONS. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  paid  33  visits  to  aged  persons.  Help  was 
obtained  for  several,  including  transfer  to  hospital  and  to  con- 
valescent homes  for  a period  of  rest  and  recuperation.  Regular 
contact  is  maintained  with  a considerable  number  of  aged  persons, 
many  of  whom  need  help  in  small  ways  or  who,  when  really  in 
need,  do  not  know  that  help  can  be  provided. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  VISITING  NURSE. 

Amongst  the  Nurse's  varied  duties  are  preparation  for  and 
assistance  at  immunisation  sessions,  enquiries  concerning  infectious 
disease,  collection  of  pathological  specimens,  and  housing  investi- 
gations. Education  in  health  and  hygiene  is  one  of  the  most 
valuable  incidental  benefits  of  her  visits  to  private  homes,  and 
more  and  more  stress  is  being  paid  to  this  educational  service:  it 
can  be  given  only  in  the  homes.  This  aspect  of  the  service  deserves 
special  emphasis,  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  it  as  circumstances 
permit.

This  self-sacrificing  and  valuable  service  is  undertaken  volun- 
tarily by  members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  They  surely 
do  deserve  the  public’s  thanks.  The  number  of  visitors  to  the 
Pond  and  Common  increases  enormously  year  by  year,  and  the 
necessity  for  first-aid  service  becomes  ever  more  apparent. 

Last  year  the  main  water  supply  was  brought  across  the  road 
to  the  pond  side  and  extended  to  the  Red  Cross  Post  and  to  a stand- 
pipe beyond.  This  is  a great  improvement  and  a safety  measure. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  are  well  looked  after,  though  the 
unpredictable  number  of  visitors,  and  variations  from  day  to  day, 
make  this  an  extremely  difficult  problem. 

The  cafe  is  a mobile  caravan  type,  lacking  running  water  and 
adequate  independent  toilet  provision. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  soon  to  provide  the  much 
needed  permanent  refreshment  room  and  toilet  with  main  water 
and  consistent  with  modern  hygienic  requirements. 
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At  both  the  Great  Pond  and  Little  Pond  analyses  of  the  water 
are  made  from  time  to  time  during  the  season  because  of  the  enor- 
mous number  of  bathers.  The  standard  is  usually  quite  good  for 
ponds  and  lakes  of  this  type. 

A collection  of  broken  glass,  and  a public  demonstration  to 
draw  attention  to  the  dangers,  was  arranged  by  the  Churt  Women’s 
Institute  members.  A very  few  members  of  the  public  joined  in  to 
help.  I am  sure  this  was  a valuable  help  to  the  prevention  of 
accidents  (many  of  them  really  very  serious  cuts),  and  a striking 
lesson  at  the  same  time  to  the  public  generally  to  exercise  more 
care  and  thought  for  other  people. 

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA  AND  ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME 

This  service  is  increased  year  by  year  as  much  as  limitations 
of  staff  and  time  allow.  There  must  be  a continuous  process  of 
public  education,  very  well  worth  while,  and  to  which,  as  has  been 
said  so  frequently  in  recent  Annual  Reports,  increasing  attention 
must  be  paid.  The  Visiting  Nurse  does  the  most  valuable  work 
of  this  nature,  since  it  is  much  more  effective  by  personal,  individual 
instruction,  and  she  does  visit  a great  many  houses,  especially  those 
most  in  need  of  education  in  hygiene  and  general  good  manage- 
ment. Council  house  tenants  are  naturally  the  most  easily  ap- 
proached and  influenced,  especially  where  there  are  older  children. 

This  year  an  Exhibition  was  prepared  in  September  in  connec- 
tion with  a meeting  of  Parish  Council  Chairmen  and  District  Coun- 
cillors, at  Witley,  when  exhibitions  were  staged  from  each  Depart- 
ment. This  Health  Exhibition  concentrated  on  three  aspects  only 
— Immunisation  Procedures,  Food  Hygiene  and  Accidents  in  the 
Home.  Later  this  exhibition  was  put  on  display  at  schools,  and 
will,  it  is  hoped,  become  a permanent  feature  and  part  of  general 
health  education.  The  Headmasters  and  teachers  find  it  a valu- 
able basis  for  instruction,  and  it  is  certainly  worthy  of  development 
into  a permanent  institution. 

The  Home  Safety  Act,  1961,  empowered  Local  District  Coun- 
cils to  spend  money  on  propaganda,  advice,  etc.,  and  to  contribute 
to  organisations  to  promote  safety  in  the  home.  Leaflets  regarding 
danger  to  children  from  polythene  bags  were  circulated  with  Rate 
Demands,  and  to  Council  house  tenants  with  the  rent-books. 

Receipt  of  information  of  home  accidents  from  the  Ambulance 
Service  continues.  Propaganda  and  education  are  needed  to  keep 
accident  occurrences  ever  in  the  forefront  of  everyone’s  mind. 
Useful  propaganda  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  some  of  the  pub- 
lic, and  especially  senior  school  children  by  the  Exhibition  staged 
at  Glebelands  School,  Cranleigh,  and  Rodborough  School,  Witley, 
and  referred  to  above.  These  Exhibitions  are  the  first  of  their 
kind  in  this  part  of  Surrey,  and  attracted  a great  deal  of  attention. 
They  could  well  be  made  a permanent  feature,  with  emphasis 
varying  from  one  aspect  of  Health  Education  to  another  year  by 
year.  Attention  could  in  particular  be  paid  to  prevention  of  acci- 
dents in  young  people  entering  industry.

The  general  public  does  not  truly  appreciate  that  accidents  in 
the  home  kill  more  people  than  the  more  dramatic  accidents  on  the 
roads.  Awareness  can  more  readily  reduce  the  numbers:  thus  edu- 
cation pays  doubly  increased  dividends  through  saving  of  life  and 
injury. 
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LITTLE  POND  HOUSE,  TILFORD  (INTERNATIONAL 
HELP  FOR  CHILDREN). 

During  the  year  1961,  270  children  were  admitted  to  this 
Hostel  and  medical  examination  was  carried  out  on  all  these  chil- 
dren as  soon  as  they  settled  in. 

These  included: 

(1)  British  children  sent  mostly  by  London  and  Middlesex 
County  Councils  for  a recuperative  holiday.  Most  chil- 
dren stay  two  weeks.  This  period  was  extended  if  the 
medical  condition  merited  it. 

(2)  Foreign  children,  including  60  from  Sicily  and  Naples 
under  the  auspices  of  Father  Borelli’s  Homes,  and  15 
German  children  from  Displaced  Persons  Camps  in  Ger- 
many, who  arrived  in  November  and  spent  Christmas 
here. 

All  children  admitted  are  in  poor  mental  or  physical  condition, 
and  all  necessary  medical  steps  are  taken  to  aid  their  recovery.

The  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Guildford  Branch  (Mr.  Famfield, 
c/o  Pimms  the  Furnishers,  Guildford)  continues  to  infuse  immense 
enthusiasm  into  this  very  worthwhile  Society.  It  does  much  to 
help  sufferers  from  this  disease,  and  encourages  mutual  help  and 
the  exchange  of  useful  ideas. 

DISABLED  CAR  DRIVERS. 

In  October  the  County  Council  introduced  a scheme  whereby 
severely  disabled  car  drivers  may  be  issued  with  distinctive  yellow 
car  badges  to  ease  their  difficulties  when  parking.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Annual  Report  for  i960  contained  very  full  details  of  the 
water  supply  of  the  District,  and  the  results  of  analyses.  Analyses 
have  continued  on  the  previously  arranged  schedule,  i.e.,  monthly 
from  chalk  sources  and  quarterly  from  others,  for  bacteriological 
examination,  with  chemical  analyses  spring  and  autumn.  78 
samples  were  examined  in  1961. 

The  really  unsatisfactory  source  is  that  at  Vann  Lane,  of 
the  Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board,  who  are 
anxious  to  dispense  with  it  as  soon  as  supplies  permit.  It  is  con- 
siderably polluted,  and  safety  depends  solely  on  chlorination,  over 
which  special  precautions  are  observed. 

Many  of  the  difficulties  and  complaints  in  my  report  for  i960 
referring  to  the  area  supplied  by  the  Guildford  and  Godaiming 
Water  Board  have  been  overcome  by  mains  extensions  or  by  new 
sources  of  supply.  During  the  early  part  of  the  summer  of  1961 
complaints  were  especially  numerous,  particularly  of  shortages 
affecting  Ewhurst,  Chiddingfold,  Cranleigh,  Alfold  and  Bramley. 
A special  report  on  these  shortages  was  placed  before  the  Hamble- 
don  Rural  District  Council  in  July,  and  the  comments  of  the  Water 
Board  were  invited.  A joint  meeting  took  place,  and  as  a direct 
result  improvements  were  effected. 

This  year  additional  attention  was  directed  to  private  water 
supplies  and  wells.  On  the  whole  the  results  of  analyses  were 
satisfactory,  and  where  the  water  was  found  not  good  enough, 
connection  to  main  supplies  was  arranged.  It  is,  as  always,  the 
small  private  or  estate  distribution  systems  that  tend  to  give 
trouble  from  time  to  time.  This  year  again  especial  difficulty  de- 
veloped at  the  old  Hurt  Hill  Supply,  which  has  suffered  recurring 
breakdowns  for  more  than  20  years.  Absorption  by  the  Water 
Board  is  too  expensive  because  of  distance,  and,  though  the  14 
properties  affected  are  not  without  water,  some  do  have  shortages 
at  times.  It  is  hoped  a local  distribution  scheme  replacing  the  old 
worn-out  mains  may  be  agreed  so  that  the  trouble  may  be  settled 
finally. 

Details  of  the  water  supplies  in  every  parish  are  shown  on  the 
appended  table. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES,  1961 
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WATERCRESS. 

The  water  in  which  the  cress  is  grown  at  Shamley  Green  was 
examined  during  the  season  and  continued  to  be  of  good  quality. 
Five  samples  were  taken. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths,  although,  as  reported 
previously,  a good  deal  of  use  is  made  of  lakes  and  streams  in  the 
area.  Occasional  samples  of  water  from  these  show  them  to  be  of 
the  quality  normally  found  in  natural  lakes  or  ponds. 

Several  residential  schools  provide  swimming-pools  for  their 
pupils,  and  these  are  kept  under  obseivation  and  samples  of  the 
water  analysed  from  time  to  time,  according  to  use  and  weather 
conditions. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Palmer,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, for  the  following  notes  on  the  progress  of  main  drainage 
schemes: — 

Elstead  Main  Drainage.  Phase  III.  of  this  scheme  has  now 
been  completed,  and  the  whole  of  the  drainage  are,  pumping 
stations,  and  sewage  disposal  works  are  now  fully  operational. 

Churt  Village.  Sewers  have  been  provided  to  the  built-up 
area  of  Churt  in  conjunction  with  the  main  drainage  scheme  being 
carried  out  by  the  Haslemere  Urban  District  for  the  Hindhead 
area.  It  is  anticipated  that  connections  to  these  sewers  can  be 
undertaken  by  property  owners  during  the  summer  of  1962. 

Cranleigh.  As  a result  of  complaints  of  flooding  at  Rowland 
Road,  Bank  Buildings,  The  Forge,  and  on  the  Common,  a storm- 
water culvert  has  been  provided  across  Cranleigh  Common. 

Alfold.  Initial  survey  work  and  outline  design  has  been  com- 
menced for  the  drainage  of  the  hamlet  of  Alfold. 


The  need  for  extension  of  the  main  drainage  at  Alfold  be- 
comes more  and  more  pressing.  Cesspools  give  the  usual  troubles 
from  overflows  an  an  impermeable  clay  soil,  with  pollution  of 
ditches  and  nuisances.  Rebuilding  or  enlarging  the  existing  works, 
or  possibly  a joint  arrangement  with  the  adjoining  authority  is 
already  under  urgent  consideration. 

Conditions  at  Dunsfold  become  more  urgent,  and  there  can  be 
no  question  that  this  village  must  now  require  urgent  considera- 
tion. 

Difficulties  at  Cranleigh  Sewage  Works  increase,  and  recon- 
struction and  enlargement  is  already  a matter  of  extreme  urgency. 

Special  investigation  was  made  into  the  complaints  regarding 
lack  of  main  drainage  in  the  Rushmoor  area  of  Frensham.  There 
is  no  justification  at  present  for  recommending  a main  drainage 
scheme. 
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There  are  178  cesspools  in  the  area  from  Sandy  Lane  to  the 
Duke  of  Cambridge,  including  the  main  and  subsidiary  roads.  For 
the  most  part  each  cesspool  serves  a single  dwelling,  but  there  are 
a few  exceptions  where  one  cesspool  serves  more.  Thirty-six  of 
these  properties  appear  never  to  make  any  demand  at  all  for  cess- 
pool emptying.  Some  go  for  many  years  without.  For  only  3 
cesspools  out  of  the  178  has  there  been  any  request  for  emptying 
more  than  four  times  in  the  year.  In  fact,  fully  half  of  the  178 
has  no  more  than  two  empy tings  each  each. 

Cox  Green.  Following  requests,  a further  examination  was 
made  of  the  desirability  of  main  drainage  for  this  area,  as  an  ex- 
tension, really,  of  the  Horsham  Rural  District  Council’s  sewerage 
scheme.  This  now  extends  to  the  County  boundary,  and  there  is 
a private  contract  with  one  or  two  Surrey  houseowners  for  a con- 
nection direct  into  the  Horsham  sewers.  Provision  of  sewerage 
for  the  whole  area  would  be  an  expensive  scheme  to  install  and 
expensive  to  operate,  as  much  of  sewage  would  have  to  be  pumped. 
Most  of  the  houses  have  sufficient  land  to  dispose  of  sewage  on  a 
conservative  system,  and  could  not  be  obliged  to  use  the  sewer  if 
provided.  Some  nuisances  do  exist,  and  are  not  overcome  with- 
out difficulty.  If  further  development  is  ever  permitted  in  this 
locality,  main  drainage  may  well  become  a necessity. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  becomes  more  and  more  difficult. 
The  small  sewage  works  obviously  cannot  take  any,  whilst  Cran- 
leigh,  the  largest,  is  so  overburdened  that  it  is  unable  to  deal 
effectively  with  any  substantial  quantity.  Land  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  find  for  disposal  of  cesspool  contents.  Purchase  of  areas  of 
land  suitably  placed  appears  to  be  the  only  alternative  to  disposal 
through  sewage  works. 

In  September  a special  report  was  placed  before  the  Council 
with  regard  to  these  difficulties.  The  special  problems  of  cess- 
pools in  clay  soil  where  there  is  little  or  no  soakage  were  appre- 
ciated, and  it  was  resolved  to  provide  6 emptyings  annually  in- 
stead of  the  usual  4 where  this  seemed  necessary  and  was  asked 
for.  The  decision  affects  principally  those  parishes  where  difficul- 
ties are  known  to  occur  very  frequently,  notably  Alfold,  Dunsfold 
and  Dockenfield. 

The  urgency  of  main  drainage  in  Alfold  and  Dunsfold  has 
been  referred  to  above.  At  Dockenfield  a further  detailed  survey 
was  made  and  the  recommendation  made  that,  whilst  drainage 
difficulties  and  nuisances  do  occur  and  are  not  easy  to  prevent, 
there  was  at  present  no  urgent  need  for  a main  drainage  scheme 
comparable  with  Alfold  and  Dunsfold.  As  soon  as  those  schemes 
are  making  progress,  attention  must  be  directed  to  Dockenfield 
difficulties. 

The  following  table,  prepared  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  In- 
spector, is  reproduced  in  order  to  show  the  scale  of  the  cesspool 
emptying  problem. 
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INCIDENCE  OF  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING,  1961. 
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SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

This  service  continues  to  be  well  run  and  the  refuse  tips  care- 
fully maintained. 

Further  details  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  appended. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  case  of  suspected  pollution  came  to  our  notice  during  1961. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  authorised  officer 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  During  1961,  71  inspections  were 
made  in  connection  with  suspected  atmospheric  pollution. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  is  now  only  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District, 
and  this  has  only  a limited  use. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

Samples  of  milk,  and  of  cream  also,  are  taken  regularly  and 
submitted  to  Phosphatase,  Methylene  Blue  and/or  Biological 
Tests  as  appropriate.  Details  of  samples  taken  during  1961  and 
the  four  previous  years  are  appended. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1960.  The  Public 
Health  Inspectors  act  as  agents  for  the  County  Council  for  the 
administration  of  these  Regulations,  carrying  out  the  appropriate 
inspections  and  sampling  involved. 
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ICE  CREAM. 


There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  this  District,  most 
of  that  sold  being  produced  by  firms  with  nation-wide  distribu- 
tion. The  ice  cream  is  sold  mainly  in  prepacked  form.  Fifty- 
one  samples  were  examined  during  1961:  48  were  Grade  I.,  2 
Grade  II.,  and  1 Grade  III.;  all  were  free  of  faecal  coli.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASE 

Apart  from  an  epidemic  of  Measles  of  unprecedented  magni- 
tude and  duration,  there  is  little  of  note  concerning  notifiable  in- 
fectious disease  in  1961.  The  measles  was  mild,  as  it  has  tended  to 
be  in  recent  years,  and  there  were  relatively  few  complications  and 
no  deaths.  One  case  of  post-measles  Encephalitis  was  reported, 
but  recovery  was  complete. 

Influenza  was  mild,  and  never  reached  epidemic  proportions. 
The  Type  B virus  was  identified  in  a number  of  cases. 

In  February  there  was  a considerable  epidemic  of  diarrhoea 
in  a large  public  school,  which  was  identified  as  Sonne  Dysentery. 
The  whole  of  the  affected  junior  school  was  put  on  treatment,  and 
the  incident  cleared  in  about  three  weeks.  This  infection  is  apt 
to  leave  carriers  who  may  remain  infectious  for  many  weeks.  It 
is  not  as  a rule  a serious  illness,  but  occasionally  requires  special 
attention,  as  in  the  case  of  an  infected  milk  roundsman  in  another 
parish;  in  this  case  special  stringent  precautions  were  instituted  to 
prevent  widespread  infection. 

One  case  of  Tetanus  occurred — a lad  employed  in  a hardware 
shop.  The  source  of  infection  was  never  traced  despite  an  ex- 
haustive search,  even  to  examination  of  the  soil  of  the  playing 
field  frequented  by  the  victim.  The  case  was  a very  severe  one, 
but  complete  recovery  ensued  following  sustained  and  constant 
day-and-night  nursing  over  10  weeks.  Treatment  was  by  tracheo- 
tomy and  artificial  respiration  by  means  of  a Radcliffe  I.P.P.B. 
respirator.  Curare  ensured  total  relaxation  and  he  was  fed  by  a 
gastric  tube.  Being  only  slightly  sedated,  he  was  conscious 
throughout  most  of  the  period  of  induced  paralysis,  which  was 
maintained  for  some  3 weeks  or  so.  There  was  some  residual 
paresis  of  one  hand,  which  recovered  gradually  during  ensuing 
months.  This  lad  had  not,  of  course,  been  treated  by  tetanus 
toxoid  at  any  time. 

A case  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified  in  Norfolk  resulted  in  an 
intensive  search  for  a source  of  infection  in  this  District,  where  the 
patient  had  been  temporarily  resident  during  the  period  it  was  sus- 
pected that  she  picked  up  the  infection.  The  entire  kitchen  staff 
of  the  residential  establishment  concerned  was  examined,  as  well 
as  friends  and  inmates,  and  many  sewer  swabs  were  taken  to  track 
down  a symptomless  carrier.  Nothing  even  suspicious  was  dis- 
covered. 

A somewhat  similar  and  negative  investigation  was  made  at  a 
farm  where  5 cows  and  more  than  40  lambs  died  from  infection 
with  Salmonella  Dublin.  This  can  be  very  dangerous  in  humans 
also,  and  one  farm  worker  showed  some  symptoms  of  infection. 
This  man  and  all  of  5 families  connected  with  the  farm  were 
thoroughly  investigated  but  fortunately  no  infection  was  dis- 
covered .

For  the  second  successive  year  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was 
notified,  nor  were  any  cases  of  Food  Poisoning. 

Council  employees  engaged  on  sewage  disposal  work  and 
refuse  collection  have  been  advised  to  be  inoculated  against 
Tetanus,  Typhoid,  etc.  This  recommendation  is  given  annually, 
but  unfortunately  few  follow  the  advice.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Dr.  Pollock  has  prepared  the  following  statement  on  the  Im- 
munisation Scheme. 

No  child  suffered  from  Diphtheria  in  the  Hambledon  Rural 
District  during  1961.  The  acceptance  of  immunisation  is  satisfac- 
tory in  the  schools,  where  the  doctor  visits  to  carry  out  the  treat- 
ment. However,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  per- 
centage of  children  immunised  under  one  year  of  age  is  too  low, 
and,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  indicates  a reluctance  on  the  mother’s 
part  to  trouble  to  take  the  child  to  the  clinic  or  doctor's  surgery. 
There  are,  however,  a few  cases  where  illness  or  other  medical  con- 
ditions delay  the  completion  of  immunisation  until  the  child  has 
passed  the  age  of  one  year. 

Immunisation:  School  Children. 

Only  those  children  whose  immunisation  is  complete  are  re- 
garded as  “ immunised,”  i.e.z  two  primary  injections  or  a re- 
immunising dose  within  the  preceding  5 years.  The  figures  for 
the  past  10  years  are  given  below: —

There  are  a few  parents  who  refuse  to  accept  immunisation 
because  of  religious  convictions  or  other  scruples.  These  children, 
together  with  others  unavoidably  absent  from  sessions,  prevent  the 
percentage  of  immunisation  from  reaching  100  per  cent. 

Private  Schools. 

In  addition  to  the  sessions  held  at  maintained  schools,  two 
were  held  at  private  schools  at  the  request  of  the  Principals. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  PROGRAMME. 

In  October,  1961,  in  common  with  other  districts  in  the 
County,  Schedule  “P”  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  was  agreed.  Details  of  Schedule  “P”  were  sent  to 
General  Practitioners,  and  as  far  as  possible  it  is  being  followed. 

Under  Schedule  “ P ” triple  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Pertussis  is  commenced  at  the  second  month  of  age, 
Smallpox  vaccination  follows  at  the  fifth  or  sixth  month,  and 
Poliomyelitis  inoculation  follows  from  the  seventh  to  the  tenth 
month.  Boosting  doses  of  triple  antigen  are  given  between  one 
and  two  years  of  age,  and  at  the  school  entry  age  of  five  years 
boosting  doses  of  Diphtheria/Tetanus  antigen.  Further  boosting 
doses  of  Diphtheria /Tetanus  antigen  are  given  during  the  school 
age. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 


One  case  of  suspected  diphtheria  was  reported  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  1962.  A most  exhaustive  search  was  immediately 
instituted  to  trace  all  contacts  and  investigate  every  possible  chance 
of  spread.  Fortunately  the  case  turned  out  to  be  a different  infec- 
tion. This  alarm  serves  to  emphasise  the  need  for  constant  vigil- 
ance and  maintenance  of  immunisation  measures. 


Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children,  Immunisa- 
tion against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox. — Many  of  the  requests  for  this  service  come 
from  the  parents  of  large  families  who  live  in  rural  areas  remote 
from  buses,  clinics  and  doctors’  surgeries.  Health  Visitors  request 
treatment  for  children  whose  parents  are  unable  to  visit  the  local 
clinic,  or  who  refuse  treatment  unless  it  is  given  at  home. 


SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  offered  to  all  children  at  the 
same  time  as  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  immunisation,  and  is 
performed  also  in  the  home  if  necessary.  The  following  table  gives 
details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  District  during  1961: —

Two  of  the  above  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  this  De- 
partment, 201  at  Welfare  Centres,  and  the  remainder  by  general 
practitioners.  No  serious  complications  occurred.  In  two  children 
aged  3 months  and  2 months,  the  former  developed  a marked  fever 
from  the  5th  to  the  8th  day  following  a typical  primary  vaccina- 
tion, and  the  latter  developed  vaccinia  lesions  on  the  shoulder, 
consisting  of  discrete  bullae,  which  turned  septic.  The  vaccination 
was  a typical  primary  reaction.

Cases  of  Whooping  Cough  now  are  generally  mild  with  few 
chest  complications.  If  the  children  who  have  been  immunised 
against  Whooping  Cough  should  develop  the  disease,  it  is  usually 
mild  and  not  protracted. 

This  should  be  commenced 
not  later  than  three  months  of  age  (see  notes  on  Schedule  "P” 
above).

It  is  most  gratifying  that  deaths  from  tuberculosis  remain  so 
very  low.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  shows  a drop  of  1 8,  but 
this  is  due  chiefly  to  revision  of  the  Register  and  elimination  of 
recovered  cases  and  those  lost  sight  of.  The  number  of  cases  is, 
however,  genuinely  diminishing,  principally  because  fewer  new 
cases  occur  year  by  year.  The  Death  Rate,  too,  is  almost  the 
lowest  on  record,  despite  the  larger  population  and  immigration  of 
sufferers. 

The  search  for  active  cases  is  always  vigorously  pursued,  and 
the  assistance  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  for  Surrey — always 
readily  and  immediately  provided  on  request — is  gratefully  ac- 
knowledged. Special  investigations  were  undertaken  at  a large  resi- 
dential school  where  all  staff  were  X-rayed.  Routine  Mantoux- 
testing,  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  as  appropriate,  is  undertaken 
yearly  at  the  school  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the 
County  Council,  who  was  kept  informed  of  the  circumstances  when 
the  case  occurred. 

X-RAY  SERVICES. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Guildford  in  October/ 
November,  and  was  publicised  throughout  the  appropriate  part  of 
the  rural  district.

Aldershot  serves  Tilford,  Frensham  and  Dockenfield  (Odelca 
Unit  there  every  Monday,  11.15  to  12.15),  whilst  Aldershot  and 
Farnham  Chest  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Northfield  Hospital,  Aider- 
shot,  and  serve  the  three  parishes  mentioned. 

Dr.  Walters,  Medical  Director  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Ser- 
vice for  Surrey,  Croydon,  North-East  Hampshire  and  North 
Sussex,  observes  in  his  Annual  Report  for  i960  that  ‘'The  dis- 
covery of  unsuspected  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  still  more  important, 
and  more  use  could  be  made  of  this  service,  especially  by  the 
examination  of  contacts  when  new  cases  are  discovered.  Older 
men,  particularly,  seem  reluctant  to  volunteer  for  chest  X-ray  by 
normal  mass  radiography.  The  greatest  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
now  appears  to  be  between  the  ages  of  25  and  34,  and  again  over 
55  years  of  age.” 

Mass  Radiography  is  useful  for  the  detection  of  other  con- 
ditions besides  tuberculosis.  In  the  county  in  i960,  84  cases  of 
lung  carcinoma  were  discovered  and  thereby  enabled  to  receive  the 
earliest  possible  treatment.

HAMBLEDON  CARE  COMMITTEE  FOR  TUBERCULOSIS 
AND  CHEST  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  1961/1962  the  Committee  held  two  meetings. 
14  cases  were  considered  and  direct  assistance  was  given  in  6 cases. 

The  Public  Health  Department  Nurse  paid  35  visits  to  tuber- 
culosis cases  during  the  year,  mainly,  of  course,  in  connection  with 
housing  and  the  prevention  of  infection. 

Yet  again  the  result  of  the  Christmas  Seals  Sale  and  Annual 
Appeal  exceeded  all  previous  records  with  the  sum  of  £141  8s.  6d. 
Direct  assistance  to  cases  accounted  for  £49  of  the  expenditure,  £ 100 
was  sent  to  the  Central  Funds  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Surrey 
Care  Committees,  and  £50  was  paid  to  the  Children’s  Holiday 
Scheme.  Two  children  from  our  own  area  participated  in  the  holi- 
day in  1961.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
fortnightly  where  required  upon  payment  of  ninepence  per  bin. 

Seven  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose,  five 
are  20  cubic  yard  rear-loading  diesel  vehicles  and  two  are  petrol 
driven  10  cubic  yard  side-loaders.  The  amount  of  refuse  collected 
continues  to  increase,  and  all  the  20  cubic  yard  vehicles  have  to 
tip  twice  a day. 

Litter  continues  to  be  a problem,  and  there  are  now  litter  bins 
distributed  throughout  the  district. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Local  Authority's 
tips  in  the  district.  Waste  paper  is  collected  in  roof  racks  attached 
to  the  lorries,  and  this  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  depots  when  men 
are  available. 


Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. 

The  Council  undertake  cleansing  of  pail  closets  throughout 
the  District.  The  work  is  done  by  3 cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with 
night  soil  equipment. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge,  if  required,  once  in 
every  quarter.  Seven  (800  gallon)  emptiers  are  used  for  this  work. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  has  become  a problem.  It  is 
difficult  to  find  suitable  land  for  this  purpose,  and  the  average 
miles  per  load  has  increased  from  5 in  1954  to  7.9  in  1961. 

Experiments  are  in  hand  at  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal 
works  to  treat  cesspool  contents  with  sewage  from  the  sewers.  So 
far  there  has  been  only  a limited  success.
